Warning Issued to be on the Alert in 
Matter of Contagious Diseases. 
Specially Small Pox 


In response to the request p u b ­ 
lished last month concerning ch il­ 
dren of school age unlawfully o ut of 
school, a few nam es have been r e ­ 
ported to the secretary of the achoo! 
board or to the superintende nt and, 
in every instance, the eases have been 
looked up and the m a tter taken up 
with the chief of polle and the c o u n ­ 
ty attorney. 
For the most part, the 
cases reported 
have been those of 
chronic offenders 
with 
whom 
the 
police court as well as the school! 
have for yearn been at the ir wits end 
to know w h at to do. 
The stale dc 
part men t of labor will be called upon 
to send a special deputy to assist lo­ 
cal a uthorities in rounding up violat­ 
ors of the compulsory school law and 
the child labor law-, lf such Is deemed 
necessary. 


Ah w inter approaches, the schools 
have been advised by the city health 
officer to be especially

era! in form ation purposes so th a t the 
charge of carelessness may not attach 
to tho schools in case a contingency 
such as the above should happen. In 
all m a tters relating lo public health. 
the schools act subject to th e unlet 
and directors of the city health oft!

In the m a tte r of contagious dis 
ease, ii is freq u en tly assumed, and 
perhaps correctly, that the schools 
are a d an g e r center for tile spread of

h statement that it Is imperative that 
all sweaters, wristlets and socks that 
possibly can I*** mud*' by th** women 
of tin* country shall ho turned Into the 
supply department of the Red Cross 
at the earliest possible date. 
This no­ 
tice was sent to tin* division managers 
w Im receive the articles from the knit­ 
ting chapters of women. 
Some persons seem to be under the 
Impression that every soldier aud sail 
or by tills time must have been sup­ 
plied with ti sweater. 
Possibly this 
thought is natural because In most 
places nearly every woman seems to 
Im* knitting. 
However, in th** notice 
sent by the war council of the Red 
Cross to its division managers it is 
said thut in addition to the sweater* 
which have been knitted by th** women 
of the chapters, it has been necessary 
to buy RMM*Mi -vveaters in the market. 


French Need Knitted Goods. 
From France contes ii great demand 
for sweaters mid knitted goods for the 
brave French soldiers who because of 
the conditions existing In their coun­ 
try to*liijr are unable to secure the com­ 
forts which so readily are given to the 
men of the American forces. 
Wool is 
hard to obtain In France and while the 
French women are devote*!, they can­ 
not work without material. 
The war 
council of the Red Crass finishes its 
statement to division managers with 
with this sentence: 
“ We cull upon the women to give lr 
their very best effort from now until 
at least January I, that we may be 
able to furnish our men with these 
comforts, and have some to spare for 
dire needs in France.” 
There have been some criticisms of 
tin* methods of the Red Cross in va­ 
rious parts of the country, and it has 
been tile duty of the writer to attempt 
10 bm! out how Justifiable some of 
these criticism* sra. 
The expansion 
of the Red ( ’rosa work within the Inst 
few months has been paralleled only 
by the expansion of array and navy- 
work. 
Little wonder Is It, therefore, 
tliut a few mistakes have been made 
here aud there, but these mistakes 
have been far fewer than would natur­ 
ally he expected In connection with a 
w ork so tremendous and all-embracing. 
The Red Croat not only Is engaged 
in the work of supplying comforts for 
the soldiers, but It Is engaged in a doz­ 
en and one other activities. 
There Is 
little conception, apparently, by the 
civilian of the enormous supply of surg 
leal dressings and other hospital ar­ 
ticles which Is needed.
